Aviator and Aide 


in Quest of Arctic 


Lands Overdue on Return to 


Point Barrow 


Capt. George H. Wilkins has again attempted to explore hitherto 
unseen areas of the Arctic by airplane. He took off from Point Barrow 
Tuesday morning, and the result of his flight is left unknown by the un- 
certain means of communication with his remote base. Following is the 
latest dispatch, sent by radio Tuesday night, which has come through 


from Point Barrow:

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POINT BARROW (Alaska) March 29. (Exclusive)— 
Capt. George H. Wilkins and his pilot, Carl B. Eielson, who 
left here at 6:03 this morning by airplane to search for undis- 
covered land in the Arctic, had not returned at 9 o’clock tonight.

The plane carried sufficient gas to 
remain in the air for an hour or 
two longer than the fourteen-hour 
schedule, but if the offshore wind 
has maintained its velocity out over 
the ocean and Wilkins has mn un- 
able to find a more favorable wind 
at a higher altitude, his speed on the 
return leg of his triangular course 
must have been considerably reduced. 

Wilkins set out on a course 25 deg. 
west of true north. He intended to 
follow this course for six hours, then 
turn left at a 90-deg. angle and fol- 
low this course for two hours and 
then fly straight back to Point Bar- 
row. The rim of this triangle includes 
about 50,000 square miles of unex- 
plored territory. 

The ground temperature here was 
42 deg. below zero when Wilkins took 
off and he expected this to improve 
visibility by eliminating fog. 


MESSAGE RECEIVED

ceived came an hour later but it was 
too faint to be decipherable.

DOHENY DISCLOSES CRISIS 


Passing of Dividend Is Gesture to Show Willingness 
to Continue War; Standard Also Retrenches 


BY EARLE E. CROWE- 
E. L. Doheny’s unexpected passing of the Pan American 
discloses the existence of a tense situation beneath the surface of the 
petroleum industry in California. In one bold stroke he has publicly recog- 
nized the urgency of building up reserves to fight a fire that has been 
smoldering for some time and in preparation for which some of the large con- 
panies have been retrenching for the last several months.

The Humane Society might well adopt 
Coleridge's lines for a Kogan to point the 
moral of the special week set aside from 
April 3 to April 10 for promoting kindness 
te animals. Our four-footed and feathered 
friends deserve and should receive all the 
care, consideration and protection our more 
highly developed mentality can afford them, 
this not only for the sake of the less help- 
ful beasts and birds, but even more for the 
sake of the human race itself . 
They whose hearts are hardened to the 
song of the bird, the pleading eye of the 
stricken deer, the cries of the poor little 
fur animal in the clutch of the trap, the 
magnanimous submission of the dog. the 
abundant joy of living manifested in crea 
tures of the plains and forest, they who 
can see nothing in free animal life but ma- 
terial for the gun, the trap or the cage may 
yet be moved for economic reasons to show 
mercy to those whom man’s devilish inge- 
nuity could go easily exterminate. 
Merciless treatment to them means in 
the long run a merciless future for our own 
superior breed. Naturalists aver that were 
it not for the ministration of the birds no 
crops could be raised and in a short time 
creation’s hero would be the congseror 
worm.

KIMMED BUTTERMILK 

The report just made public by the spe- 
cial committee appointed to investigate the 
grave charges made by The Times against 
the management of Los Angeles Harbor is 
a serious disappointment to those who 
hoped for definite information regarding 
basic conditions vital to the welfare of the 
city’s greatest physical asset. 

Viewed in the most charitable licht, there 
appears to be little in the report to justify 
the eight months which the committee re- 
quired to bring it forth. Of the fifty-two 
major charges which The Times made 
against the conduct of harbor affairs the re- 


port mentions less than half. The rest, in- 


cluding the gravest allegations, are not 
even referred to. The treatment of those 
which are considered gives the impression 
of superficiality, an impression strength- 
ened by the fact that the committee ap- 
pears not to have greatly exerted itself to 
get at the real sources of facts.

This im- 
pression is scarcely strong enough to merit 
the customary term of whitewash; it is 
rather as though the harbor department had 
received a coat of skimmed buttermilk. 

The report reaches no decision itself as 
to the fundamental issues and furnishes no 


that the name Duocrete has been loosely 
used. For it the report substitutes the ex- 
pression “shallow-impregnated piles.” 
Piling of this type, the report says, is in 
all probability the best yet produced at the 
harbor, which statement would appear to 
settle the dispute as between the various 
varieties of piles—were it not that this is 
immediately followed by the declaration 
that only time can demonstrate the value 
of the impregnation process, 
Most of the findings are similarly incon- 
clusive, doubtless from honest uncertainty, 
notwithstanding that the committee was au- 
thorized to and did employ experts, from 
whom a bulky report on piling is appended 
to the report. 
The Times recognizes the difficulties at- 
tending the thankless task of the commit- 
tee, two members of which were without 
the extensive technical knowledge essential 
to make such an investigation adequately 
and all of whom are busy men of private 
affairs, ill able to afford the time required 
for a detailed, unpaid study of the involved 
harbor problems. Under the circumstances

Iron-Claims Demand

Riverside County Said to 
Have Millions of Tons 


‘Activity Also Shown in Cold 
and Silver Prospects 


RIVERSIDE, March 30.—Proposed 
erection of the first unit of a great 
plant by the United States Steel 
Corporation in the inner channel of 
Long Beach Harbor has had a direct 
reflection in Riverside county with 
the filing of several desert claims. | 
Eagle Mountains, north of Chucks- | 
Walla, Riverside county, contain vast 
deposits of almost pure iron, acoord- 
ing to numerous surveys. Iron Chief. 
mine and Iron Mountain are in this 
section, and millions of tons of fron 
are in sight, it is said. 

Several samples of these deposits 
are on display in the mineral ex- 
hibit of the County Chamber of 


Commerce at the Courthouse. Lime 
deposits of Riverside county are 
also in great demand because of the 

development on the Pacific 
Coast of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration plant. The Southern Fa- 
cific Railway, it is said, owns the 
principal deposits of iron in this 


county, and also has quietly gained

Force te Be Put on Levees to Save 
Volcano Lake District — 


CALEXICO, March 30.—With a 


riod of but forty days in which to 
complete the task before the arrival 
of the annual Colorado River spring 
flood, an outfit that is to include five 
dredgers and 2000 head of stock is 
being assembled in the Volcano Lake 
district to rush the construction of 
fifteen miles of emergency levees. 

According to the statement of W. 
I. Bassett, engineer in charge, the new 
levee is to connect with the present 
Imperial Irrigation District levee sys- 
tem at a point five miles south of 
Pescadero dam. From there it will be 
extended southwesterly to a junction 
with the Mexicali ane Gulf Railroad 
embankment. The line ot the dike 
follows approximately the 
area overflowed during 
that came down from Arizona in Jan- 
uary of this year. 

“From now on it is to be a race 
between the working crew and the 
flood,” said Mr. Bassett today. “If 
the flood discharge holds off to its 
normal period we will be able to com- 
plete the job.” 

The project involves the moving of 
over 1.000, 000 yards of earth. The 
new levee is designed to be twelve 
feet wide at the top and will have an 
average height of eight feet. 

It is expected to keep the flood wa- 
ter out of Volcano Lake basin, where 
it would become a direct menace to 
Imperial Valley.
